ROME. Oct. 9. — The Italian state 
prosecutor today submitted a report 
absolving Giuseppi Marinelli, former 
secretary of the Fascisti party; Cesare 
Rossi, formerly head of the press bu- 
reau of the interior department; Filip- 
po Filippelli, former editor of a Fascis- 
ti newspaper, and twenty-two others 
of all blame in connnection with the 
murder of Gianomo Matteotti, million- 
aire socialist deputy who was assassin- 
‘ated in June 1924. 
At the same time the court ordered 


| four of the five men who participated 


‘in the actual Kidnaping of Sig. Mat- 
teotti to stand tria] for unpremidiated 
murder. This fifth man has not been 
| apprehended.

Trade Board 
Acts to Meet 
Jardine Edict 


Warned twice by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Jardine, the last time less than 
two weeks ago, that its long promised 
housecleaning would have to begin im- 
mediately, the Chicago Board of Trade 
yesterday adopted stringent rules to 
prevent market manipulation and 
other practices complained of. 

One of the new regulations places 
in the hands of the directors of the 
board almost complete control of the 
market during wild price swings. On 
ten hours’ notice, without appeal to 
the members as a whole, the directors 
may place an arbitrary limit on price 
fluctuations. Thereafter they may pro- 
hibit trading during any day at prices 
above or below a certain percentage 
of the closing price the night before. 

Heavy Penalties Provided. 

To declare such an emergency, 

twelve directors must be present and 


tive. Heavy penalties are provided 
for violators of this rule. 

A second rule provides for creation 
of a business conduct committe of 
five members, who will have full 
power to regulate the ethics of trad- 
ing and to protect interests of the 
public. The committee is empowered 
to investigate all dealings, to examine 
records of members of the board, and 
to determine financial conditions. Its 
findings are final, without reference 
to the directors or the membership, 
and unethical acts may be heavily 
punished. This committee, it is be- 
lieved, will be able to halt manipula- 
tion.

vention into order. Then he said: 

“It is easy to make great promises 
in indefinite terms, but thec hurch will 
never get the mioney it needs until it 
gets the consecration it needs. iI 
pledge you forty thousand dollars on 
behalf of the diocese of western New 
York, and I know where I can turn to 
consecrated men for it. They already 
have given me six thousand of it.” 

A Hundred Prelates Pledge. 
Bishop Garland of Pennsylvania rose 
and pledged. So did Bishop Freeman 
of Washington city, another cathedral 
builder, and so did Bishop Woodcock 
of Kentucky’ ,and Bishop Cheshire of 
North Carolina, and on and on through 
the drizzling list of more than a hun 
dred prelates. 

But along with money the conven- 
tion received some pretty blunt advice, 
the gist of which was thus: “In the 
matter of piling up deficits the church 
should mend its ways now that this 
deficit, which has been accumulating 
for seven years, has been d¢leared 
away. It was Stephen Baker. presi- 
dent of the Bank of the Manhattan 
company, New York, who gave the 
blunt advice, saying: 

“Iam the chief executive of a bank 
in Wal street and I am not ashamed 
of it (laughter and applause). Well you 
owe our bank five hundred thousand 
dollars. Now we are not worried about 
our money, but I believe that if the 
easy going policy of piling up deficits 
continues a day will come when your 
credit will be destroyed.” 

Today’s action of the church in tak- 
ing care of a deficit which will total 
$1,400,000 by the end of this year will 
free. it from annual interest charges 
which run close to $75,000.

MORE AND BETTER JAILS 
FOR YELLOWLEY. | 


Mr. E. C. Yellowley, the newest pro-consul sent 
from Washington to regulate our behavior, says 
he will arrest those Who take a nip with dinner or 
after the theater. Mr. Yellowley is going to close 
the hotels, clubs, restaurants; and cabarets which 
permit patrons to bring liquor with them, and the 
patrons themselves are to be herded into patrol 
, locked up, and tried before a federal judge. 

Mr. Yellowley’ saim is to arrest all the drinkers, 
which means more than half the adult male ‘popu- 
lation of the city, =. make no mention of the gentler 
sex. So far he has anno no plans for housing 
his prisoners. Somiathing'iust be done about it. 
A start might be made by confiscating the Black- 
stone, the Drake, and perhaps the Morrison tower 
for the accommodation of the prisoners and, of 
course, their guards. These three hotels offer ac- 
commodations at once comfortable and centrally 
located, and are therefore admirably adapted for 
jail purposes. Following the usual practice: in 
these matters, the prisoners may be counted upon 
to pay a substantial fee to their jailers for the 
privilege of going about their business during the 
day and early evening, and we believe an honest 
government will see to it that the prisoners receive 
full value for their money. It would not be fair to 
take $100 a day from our business men and then 


es house them far out on the west side, necessitating 
‘an°hour’s ride by motor morning and evening. We 


are confident that Mr. Yellowley is harboring no 
such idea, He should bear in mind that the pris- 
oner who receives a fair return for his bribe does 
not later raise any difficulties for his jailers. It

Fascist troops in Florence killed three Free- 
masons, wounded. fifty more, and@. forced.a number 
of others to flee the city. . The Fascisti set fire to 
the home of a Freemason and refused to let the fire | 
department put it out. One of the murderéd men 
was a lawyer, who was shot in the presence of his 
wife. His offens€ lay in representing an anti- 
Fascist in court.

“rioting “ in Florence over the week-end .was ali 
the Italian censorship allowed the world to know 
of what had happened. The censorship can control 
the telegraph wires, but it cannot nenerel te mails. 
Letters received in London a few days later re- 
vealed the truth of the situation, which was 
promptly communicated to every Gorner of the 
civilized world. \m 

The truth is that the dead in iakanne can by no 
stretch of the word be called the victims of “ riot- 
ing.” They were killed by Fascist militiamen who 
take their orders from the head of the state. Mus- 
solini may deny that he gave the order forthe 
attack, but it cannot be denied that the troops 
moved with a certain precision. They were out for 
Freemasons, and they got them.. Why the Fascisti 
are at war with Masonry we do not know. Perhaps 
it is because the Masons have a secret organization 
with something of a revolutionary tradition on the 
continent and especially in the Latin countries» At 
any rate, the Fascist militia had its orders, and the 
resulting incidents were no more a “riot,” in any 
sensible use of the word, than the marines cause a 
riot when they land on a Caribbean island and get 
the situation well in hand. Disciplined forces do 
not engage in riots. 

What did happen in Florence was an outbreak of 
extralegal violence of a sort frequently noted in 
Italy. The Fascisti have taken over the technique 
and the discipline of the Mafia and Camorra. They 
set themselves up as prosecutor, judge, and execu- 
tioner, and whoever raises a voice, to say nothing 
of a hand, against them is summarily dealt with. 
Mussolini, as the leader of the organization, must 
shoulder the responsibility for all its acts. It is his 
creation and, unchallenged, he rules it. 

Without it, indeed, he could not rule. He is no 
Napoleon whose dictatorship is secured by personal 
popularity and military glory. Mussolini depends 
upon his Fascist t ts to keep the opposition 
in check. He lops off the heads of those who show 
any inclination to challenge his authority, and i, 

the militia to do the lopping. His terrorist | ~~ 

lation came into being in an era of violence | 
when the communists were in control of the great 
cities in northern Italy and ruled them through 
violence. Then came Mussolini, who himself haay 
been a. Socialist, bred in the Socialist tradition of/ 
Class warfare, to challenge his former associates. 
He fought their violence with his own, and, when 
he had won, he replaced their terror with his terror. 

Mussolini seems able to get away with murder in 
his own country, but his delusions of grandeur may 
get him into trouble if he continues quarreling 
with his neighbors. He picked a quarrel with 
Greece and got away with it. Just the other day 
he forced Austria, too, to eat a large slice of humble 
pie after a Socialist deputy had said unkind things 
ir. the Austrian parliament about Mussolini and his 
system. Mussolini demanded:*an apology from 
Austria and got it, but he was not.satisfied. He in- | 
sisted upon a written apology, and he is gcing to | 
get that, too. Greece and Austria are about the. 
right size for Mussolini. “Greece has a navy that 
Italy can sink, and Austria has no army at all.

5 per cent 
oxygen and‘5 per cent carbonic acid as 
a measure for the resuscifation of the. 
asphyxiated.

While passing, I want to refer to the 
case of Dr. W. W. Hudson of the Du Pont 
Chemical works. In 1917 and ‘18 Dr. 
Hudson impressed all those who were 
thrown in contact with him in’ war work 
with the fact that he knew fnore about 
poisonous chemicals than any other man 
in America. He knew more about the 
dangers of these gases, hqw to prevent

The accident rate is high in garages. 
Owing to the amount of oil, grease, and 
dirt around every garage, workers are 
subject to boils and skin eruptions.

STREET CLEANING. 


Chicago, Oct:, 8.—Several months ago I 
wrote Mr. Sprague, commissioner of pub- 
lic works, complaining about the ineffi- 
cient and costly way our streets and 
alleys were cleaned with little carts and 
horse drawn vehicles and that over 60 
per cent of the filth and dirt was dumped 
into empty lots. I algo asked why it was

Ed- 
mond and Jules Goncourt directed that 
i this diary, in which they recorded dail 
‘not only events of their period (the sec- 
ond empire, the days that led up to it 
‘and its fall) but also frank opinions 
‘of comtemporaries, should not be pub- 
lished till twenty years after their 
| deaths. 

Jules Goncourt died in 1870; the year 
of the disastrous Franco-Prussian war. 
Edmond survived him twenty-six 
years, dying in 1896, Thus the twenty 
years. stipulated. were up in 1916. Yet 
the diary has not been published. It 


‘is still locked away in the Bibliothéque 


nationale. 
Held “ Inadviseable” to Print It. 


In 1916 it was considered “ inadvise- 
able” to give it to the public. Every 
education minister since 1916 has had 
to consider the problem of whether or 
not to publish it. And every one has 


decided that “it would be prudent to’ 


postpone its appearance.” 

Naturally these postponements whet- 
ted public curiosity as to what the Gon- 
court brothers confided to the diary’s 
pages. As publication had been 
awaited with impatience critics have 
commented bitterly on the government- 


al decisions which have put off publica-/| 
tion so long after the date set by the) 


authors. 

Among the critics none was louder 
than M. de Monzie, who asserted that 
the suppression of the diary all this 
time was a disgrace. Were he educa- 
tion minister, he said, he’ would not 
hesitate to give it to the public, what- 
ever it contained. 

Now, It’s Up te Him. 

Now, by one of those turns of the 
wheel which make public men wish 
they had not talked so much, de Monzie 
has become education minister. He is 
being called on to give a decision as 
to the publication or non-publication of 
the Goncourt diary. M. de Monzie, after 
reading the book, has put the decision 
into the hands of “an expert commis- 
sion,” announcing that he will abide by

The editor of those days added te 
that information a severe citicism of 
the city admunistration of “lack ot | 
consideration of the public health.” in 
that the citizens were still allowed to 
come down to the river and fill re- 
ceptacles with the fetid water for 
drinking purposes.
